Throughout the year we had movies and candy sales with one purpose im 
mind—our Prom. 

Then came the big event of the year, the Junior Prom. The hall decorations in 
flower-shaped pastels and a class-made crystal ball hung in the center of the hall, 
made a beautiful setting for our dance and we will always remember how thrilled 
we were.

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forget the time and effort Miss Pease willingly spent in making our dance a success. 


At the end of this year George Porcaro left us for the Army, being the first 


classmate to leave. 


We came back to school after vacation with beaming faces, with the thoughts 


that this was our last year of high school life. 


At our first class meeting we elected Joseph Adams as president, Arthur 
Berteletti as vice president, Lucy Fama as secretary, and Richard Tinglof, treasurer. 


After a very short period in school four classmates left for the Navy before 
the Army could reach them with its clutching hands.

The senior boys regret this year because it marked the last year of high school 
football for them.
